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REVISION OF AN EMISSION SEQUENCE, or 'HEADS OF '93' REVISITED 

George E. Ewing, Jr. 


After viewing all the 1794 'heads of '93' cents contained in the ANS collection 
and most other major collections, I have come up with a revised emission 
sequence for them. My revision has been based on documented information that 
there were two, possibly three, screw presses in operation at the Mint in the 
year 1794. Knowledge of the presence of three such presses is supported by the 
fact that three heavy presses are known to have arrived at the Mint in September, 
1792, under the auspices of David Rittenhouse. There is a possibility also that a 
hand-cut master hub could have existed, thus accounting for a number of master 
dies which could have been used on different presses at the same time. A fact 
giving validity to the idea of a master hub is the known preparation of three master 
hubs (three obverse and three reverse) for the 1794 half cent series. 

Another fact of considerable import is that some of the obverses and reverses 
are so similar that they must have been cut by the same hand at the same time. 

It's hard to conceive how two different dies cut by hand and using inferior tools 
could ever be exactly the same - it just doesn't seem possible, yet it's true. 

This information helps to explain some of the alternatives to the mating problems 
concerning reverse A of the 1794 series as it appears in the diagram at the end of 
this article. 


Another variable to be remembered is the fact that mint records show that 
some coins were struck as late as three years after the date appearing on the 
coins. Dies were sometimes taken out of use for the purpose of re-engraving, 
polishing, or the correction of errors, after which the dies oftentimes were set 
aside until they were needed again . 


This brings up another interesting situation regarding the subvarieties created 
by the edge lettering on the 'heads of '93' cents. It must be remembered that the 
edge lettering was done with the Castaing edge-lettering machine. This machine 
required a set of dies similar to the ones used in the screw press for making 
coinage. These dies had the same inferior quality as the coinage dies, and they 
were apt to break fairly easily. Hence, this could readily account for the leaf at 
the end of the legend ONE HUNDRED FOR A DOLLAR to point either upward or 
downward, thus accounting for some of the true rarities in the 1 794 'heads of 1 793' 
cent series.

Dr. Sheldon used to refer to the 1794 cents (also called French heads) as the 
aristocrats of all large cents. Only four of these 1794 cents are known as 'the 
heads of '93' and they were listed by Dr. Sheldon in the following emission 
sequence: S-17, 18, 19, and 20. Henry C. Hines, Carl Wurtzbach, and George 
H. Clapp agreed with Dr. Sheldon as to the emission sequence. (It is my 
considered opinion that Clapp was the most knowledgeable of all the large cent 
researchers of that era.) 

However, this order of emission was challenged by two other experts in the 
field of early date large cents, namely William Wallace Hayes and S. Hudson 
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Chapman. Their own version of an emission sequence of the 1 794 'heads of *93' 
cents was as follows: S— 20, 19, 18, 17. Ever since, and to this day, there has 
been much written as well as considerable discussion by many other collectors 
as to a logical emission sequence for 'the heads of '93' cents. 

I would like now to present a revised emission sequence which I have come 
up with after several years of research and study. For purposes of clarity, I 
have included a diagram of such a sequence (which see, at the end of this article). 
Again, let me point out that this emission sequence is based on the fact that more 
than one screw press was in use at the Mint in 1 794. The large cents were run 
first, then the half cents — this is proven by the population of large cents 
delivered, in comparison to half cents. It must also be kept in mind that silver 
coinage was not struck until late in 1 794 and gold coins not until 1 795. 

The mint records for the 'heads of '93' show that no 'proofs' were coined in 
1794, although the S-1 8b dies were used, along with highly-polished Boulton & 
Watt pi an chets, to produce several high-quality, proof-like specimens. These 
specimens were used as presentation pieces for dignitaries, both local and from 
abroad, as well as for the Mint Cabinet. 

At this point, I would like to present evidence for an emission sequence 
based on die break progressions . It is my belief that the S-1 8 was the first 
'head of '93' to be coined. One of the main reasons for this belief is that the 
S-1 8 is a demonstrably-earlier die state of reverse A, while S-1 7 is a later die 
state of the same reverse. 

All the S-1 7's have a break at the F in OF, but not all the S-1 8's have this 
break. Evidence of this can be found on the S-1 8b housed in the ANS collection. 
This particular example of the S-1 8b shows the die break at OF in a very early 
stage, helping to prove that the die break occurred some time during the striking 
of the S-1 8 and continued straight through the entire S-1 7 variety. The S-1 8 
variety always comes sharply struck and weak— centered in comparison to the 
S— 1 7. And many Mint State examples of the S— 1 8 exist, proving that, since no 
proofs were coined, presentation pieces struck by highly-polished dies and on 
specially— prepared Boulton & Watt planchets were offered in their stead. 

The other characteristic which is of great importance in proving this 
assumption is a protrusion appearing over the M in AMERICA. This protrusion 
appears on all S— 1 7's, but not on all S— 1 8's. The die for the S— 1 7 was polished 
at one time, possibly in hopes of removing the anomaly completely. However, 
the polishing was not effective - it only flattened the protrusion. 

S-1 8 is an example of an earlier state of obverse 2 than is S-1 9. Reading 
clockwise from the numberal 1 in the date, the S-1 8 shows a die break at the ~ 

12th denticle. S— 1 9 shows the same break, but traditionally the coin is weakly 
struck and the break is almost impossible to see. Most S-1 9's were weakly 
struck purposely - the dies were noted to be wearing out quickly, and less 
pressure was applied during the striking in hopes of saving the dies. There is 
also a dished-out effect which can be seen on all S-1 9's and, to a varying degree, 
on some S-1 8's. The indentation is under the Liberty Cap and looks as if the 
engraver had slipped while using a 3 mm. -wide chisel. 

I would like to add another observation regarding this progression - some- 
thing which has been a mystery to me for some time. I have always felt that the 
S— 20 was rejected by the master die sinker and that the obverse of S-1 7 was cut 
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S— 1 7

in hopes of correcting the error. The error is found in the short straight date 
which slants at an angle. It must be kept in mind that the date on the S-20 was 
done at an upward angle and the top of the 4 is close to touching the bust of Miss 
Liberty. The S-1 7 was really a correction of the S-20, but it must not have been 
accepted as such, since the straight date does not appear again in the rest of the 
series (1 794-1 81 4). The Mint employed many young men for menial tasks such 
as punching in the dates and legends on finished planchets, and it was this group 
of workers which accounted for many of the mistakes appearing on the early date 
large cents. The long straight date must have met with the displeasure of the 
master die sinker, and therefore it was abandoned in favor of the curved date. 


If my progression sequence is correct, it means that the first 2-A combina- 
tions were used as presentation dies for the S— 18. Then, these same dies were 
used to produce ordinary business strikes, using planchets of lesser quality, and 
continuing the striking until the dies broke or wore thin. 

Meanwhile, a second press was at work, finishing up the strikings of the S-1 2 
and S-1 5 . Both varieties were struck on streaked planchets which seem almost 
wood-like. These streaky-grained planchets were also found on the S-1 7, but not 
on the S-1 6. Therefore, we can hypothesize that the progression sequence on the 
second press was S-1 2, then S-1 5, and then S-1 7, to finish out the last of the 
'wood-grained* planchets. If this assumption is correct, it also re-writes the 
emission sequence of the 1793 Liberty Cap cents. 


Earlier in my article, I recognized George H. Clapp for his advanced 
knowledge of obverse and reverse deignations. Clapp always considered the S-1 7 
to be the first 1 794 cent minted, due to the fact that the leaf in the edge lettering 
is found pointing downward following the inscription. Mr. Clapp reasoned that 
the 1 794 edge lettering was smaller than the 1 793 edge lettering and the S-1 7a has 
the 1 793 edge device with the leaf pointing downward. Using a second press at 
the time could also account for the S-1 7 being run with these different edge 
devices . 

In conclusion, the die break at the O in OF, coupled with the fact that more 
than one press was in operation at the Mint, plus the differences in the edge 
devices from 1 793 to 1 794 all present a very good argument for the progression 
sequence which I have diagrammed.

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THE VALUE OF RARITY 


John G. Fettinger 


What is a fair price for a rare large cent? These varieties represent a 
special challenge to the serious collector and at times the line between 
prudence and folly can become a bit hazy. Desire is a powerful motivating 
force, especially when you are holding an overpriced specimen needed for an 
important collection space. Rationalization suggests that finding a comparable 
specimen won't become easier, and that as a greater number of variety collectors 
compete for large cents, demand pressure will focus upon those varieties in 
shortest supply. But if the price seems too high, what is reasonable? 

Regrettably, many of the value determining factors presented by Dr. William 
Sheldon in EARLY AMERICAN CENTS have been so ravaged by inflation that they are 
no longer valid. Denis Loring has updated the basal values several times but 
these too have become obsolete. In John Wright's study of the middle dates, 
about a third of the varieties have been assigned an X value factor which is 
most helpful. However, these factors are not always constant for varieties at 
the same rarity level and it must be assumed therefore that they are intended 
as a statement of value for a specific variety rather than a method for 
establishing a relationship between varieties. Other rarity value scales have 
been presented but these have been based upon the spirited bidding of the auction 
market or limited to a particular group of large cents. 

The development of the X factor into a comprehensive system combining 
rarity and value in meaningful relationship for all large cents is obviously 
needed. Such a system would not only serve as a price guide for rare varieties 
but would also eliminate the need for constant revision of the basal values. 

The following rarity values are offered as a beginning from which a universally 
accepted RARITY VALUE INDEX may hopefully emerge.

In the above table X represents the value of a common variety. The 
multiples of X for each rarity level R4 through R7 indicate the premium which 
might be expected as the degree of rarity increases. These value factors are 
inversely proportionate to the maxium specimen count of each rarity level 0 
Compatibility with Wright's X factors and Loring's basal values has been 
achieved to the extent allowed by the laws of progression. No premium is 
suggested for rarity levels below R4, and all R8 premiums have been omitted 
because of their speculative nature. These factors must of course be 
supplemented by condition census premiums wherever they are applicable. 
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Although the use of (-), ( ) and (+) suffixes inflates large cent prices, 
they are incorporated in this index for collector protection. With (+) over ( ) 
and ( ) over (-) about 1 .4 times more in total value, you will be well advised to 
check carefully that you are not paying for a (+) suffix recently lowered to ( ) 
or a ( ) reduced to (-) as higher values do invite oversight. If continued use 
of these suffixes is planned, provision must be made to keep them current. 

This table of rarity values is not carved in stone; it can be changed. But 
if one factor is changed, all must be changed to preserve the principle of 
progression. Factor modification to accommodate higher or lower grade is not 
necessary. Adequate provision for condition is already incorporated in the 
current price lists which will be used with this table. Additional premiums for 
higher grades would only distort these factors and further erode the standards by 
which condition and the number extant are measured. 

These rarity value factors are not a substitute for common sense. They 
will not protect those willing to compete in the auction market nor those wishing 
to acquire a popular variety that sustains an artificial price level. These 
factors may however alert a prospective buyer to any over— pricing concealed 
behind the prestige of rarity. If we wish to determine what rare varieties are 
really worth, attention must be directed to those things which make them 
valuable rather than the impulsive actions of the over-zealous collector. With 
your suggestions and support, a RARITY VALUE INDEX can keep us oriented in 
"the science of large cents".

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A FIRST IMPRESSION 


Darwin B. Palmer, Jr. 

In the late 1 950’s, one of my high school classmates showed me a large cent 
which he had found in the rubble of his grandmother's house. The house had just 
been demolished to make way for a new road. My first impression at the time 
was to hurry to the site and sift through the debris in hopes of locating a similar 
cent for myself, but I didn't do so. But, for the past 20 years, I have had a 
desire to learn more about the history behind that particular cent. I vividly re- 
called that it was a 1795 Liberty Cap cent in a fairly decent state of preservation . 

On a recent visit to my hometown, I looked up my old friend and he agreed to 
get the coin from its current resting place - his safe deposit box. He also 
mentioned a newspaper clipping which told about the house's history. "That would 
be a nice story for PENNY-WISE," i said to him. 

Well, the 1795 cent turned out to be a 1798 S-147 instead of the earlier date 
I have mentioned. I had the coin photographed by Jules Reiver and have included 
the pictures here for your interest. 

The newspaper clipping noted that this landmark house had been built in 1800 
and had served both as a dwelling and a hotel as well as a tavern. The exterior 
walls were reportedly of three-brick thickness and the bricks had been made in 
a local kiln. The nails used in construction were hand-cut. There were six 
fireplaces within the building to keep the residents warm. My friend's grand- 
mother had lived in the house for 60 years, and it was her grandfather who had 
operated the hotel. Courthouse records for the property extended back to May 8, 

1 801 when the land and building were first sold. 

The building had to be removed due to the fact that a new road was being 
constructed between Mechanicsburg and Churchtown, both in Pennsylvania, and 
the house lay in the way of the new road. Although my friend's grandmother did 
not want to lose the landmark or her home, she had little or no choice. My friend 
and his mother went to Mechanicsburg to help his grandmother when she moved out 
of the house before its demolition. The grandmother told her grandson that it was 
custom of the brickmasons in those early days to each put a big penny in the 
mortar between the bricks as a good luck token. She suggested that he would have 
a good chance of finding one in the rubble if he searched carefully. Evidently the 
demolition workers also knew of this practice, as they were busy looking through 
the rubble when he arrived. 

My friend was lucky enough to find the old cent that day as a keepsake. I 
felt that the story should be told and the historical record preserved for your 
reading and recollection whenever you see an old house such as this one being 
tom down. 
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ON GRADING THE FUGIO CENTS 


Dennis Rynes 

Everyone has his own ideas on grading different series of coins. Here are 
some of mine on grading the Fugio coppers. 

The important thing is consistency so that, even if someone else grades the 
piece differently from you, you will still have a good idea of what the coin is 
like. I also feel that a discrepancy of one-half grade between you and someone 
else is acceptable; but if you are a full grade or more apart, then exercise 
caution . 

I find that the most difficult grades to determine are those in the Fine and 
Very Fine area. I usually go by the following: 

FINE - numeral III on sundial visible, but not those numerals on the right 
side where the striking is always weak. Normal planchet 
problems, but not dark - I seldom grade a Fugio as F if the 
planchet is dark. But if the coin is dark but clean, not porous or 
corroded, it may still be graded as F. 

FI 5 - should be one of the following: (1) numerals on right side 
of sundial readable (just beginning to show), with normal planchet 
problems, OR (2) numerals on right side worn, but planchet is 
clean . 

VERY FINE - all numerals on sundial strong, normal planchet problems. 

On the reverse, WE ARE ONE and STATES UNITED are strong. 
Many Fugios of VF sharpness are badly corroded - I grade these 
as AG at best. 

EXTRA FINE - surface is even - this is more important for XF and higher 
grades. I prefer an XF coin to have a glossy-like surface and an 
absolute minimum of defects. I usually do not lower the grade for 
planchet defects. 

ABOUT UNCIRCULATED - a nice AU Fugio is often preferable to an MS 
coin, as virtually all of the latter are from the Bank of New York 
hoard and are spotted. 

MS60 - too expensive. 

I hope that this will be helpful to those interested in the Fugio cents. But, 
however you grade them, try to be consistent .

One would expect that varieties such as 1855 N9 or 1857 N1 
which are both Red Book varieties would have very large numbers 
of appearances. This is the case with 64 and 83 appearances 
respectively . 

One would expect the years with the largest number of Red Book 
varieties to also have the largest population of cents extant. 
This does not appear to be true. It is true that the years with 
the largest number of Newcomb varieties have the largest number 
of cents extant.

In addition to the above EF40 coins, there are several others, possibly as 
many as five more. The MS60 Alvord coin listed above has previously been 
reported as having reappeared in the Dupont sale as Lot 1038. However, a check 
of the plates does not help, since Alvord:22 may or may not have been plated. 
Apparently Plate 20 in the Alvord sale should be Plate 22, since Lot 20 in that sale 
was only a black Very Fine and Plate 22 certainly appears to be better than that. 
Some argue that the coins in the sale were undergraded and if that were true, then 
perhaps the plate numbering js correct. But if it is true, then there is an 
incredible UNC going around, possibly the first or the second coins in this listing. 

In any event, the Dupont:l038 coin is listed as ’almost Extremely Fine. . .Alvord 
specimen'. This creates further problems. The Dupont plate does not match the 
Alvord plate #20 (remember - VF was the grade on that lot) and it can't be the 
Alvord: 22 in Unc since it doesn't even approach that grade. Therefore, it appears 
that the plates in the Alvord sale were mis-numbered and that the Dupont:l038 is 
most likely the Alvord: 20 which was never plated. The plate in the Alvord sale 
which is labelled #20 is most likely a plate of Lot 22. If so, then Alvord:22 may 
be either the second or third specimen listed above, but not the first, since the 
plates again do not match. Can anyone help?

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LOOKING AT LARGE CENT ERRORS - Part 10 
John S. Ashby, Jr. 

It’s about time that I got around to thanking John D. Wright again for taking 
all of the photographs of my large cent error collection which have been used for 
illustrating this series of articles. A picture is worth at least one thousand 
words; and, in the case of large cent errors, a picture is worth even more 
because many of the odd strikes are extremely difficult to describe. John's 
excellent pictures allow all of us to see the intimate details of each error. . I'm 
not sure why John shot only one side of each of the two errors which I am includ 
ing in this article, but I'm sure that he had a valid reason. I'll try to describe 
the other sides for you, even without showing the photographs of them. 

The 1797 S-126 is an interesting flip-over double-strike. You can see the 
last letters of AMERICA and the fraction proceeding up the left side of the coin. 
The date and LIBERTY are strong, and the planchet is free of any problems. 

The reverse looks normal at first; but on closer examination, you can see where 
the RTY of LIBERTY is placed right in line with the UN of UNITED, thereby 
forming the word UNITY. It reminds one of the Washington Unity colonial cent. 

The second error coin is another 1797, an S-1 40 which has been triple-struck 
on the reverse with an eagle counterstamp added for good luck. The best way to 
see the three strikes is to look at the area about 3 o’clock on the photograph and 
notice parts of the word AMERICA converge in three different angles. On close 
observation, you will notice an E in the middle of the eagle counterstamp. The 
fraction and the U of UNITED are visible at 7 o'clock. The obverse of the coin 
has a partial date, with the 1 , 7, and 9 showing clearly. The rim of the second 
strike runs through the bust. You can't see any part of a second date or second 
bust. Another eagle counterstamp of a different type appears on the face and 
upper hair of the bust. The fellow who was responsible for this freak coin must 
have been enjoying a little extra buttered rum while on the job. I'm sure that he 
was using the rum strictly for medicinal purposes.

Dane Nielson, western regional president, called the meeting to order. 

After the traditional introductions, many members gave their reminiscences 
about the recent EAC national meeting. Especially loquacious was Del Bland. 

In general, all those who went to New York for the meeting enjoyed themselves. 
Several members expressed disappointment that more New York, New Jersey, 
and New England members were not in attendance. 

A new die state of the 1 804 C-4 (G-1 0) half cent was described by Jack 
Robinson. This represents an apparent first use of the die as manifested by a 
die cutter’s scratch at F of OF. This was apparently worn off subsequently or 
polished off. The die cracks seen on later specimens of this die are not present 
on the early state described by Jack. 

A new specimen of the 1 796 NC2 has been located and now resides in an EAC 
member's collection. 

Bob Grellman shared his 'Red Book' '94 varieties S-I9b, S-48, S-64, and 
S-72 with the members present. All are beautiful coins. 

Phil Ralls described a new die state of the S-1 80 - a die crack which occurs 
in the area of the second reverse die break. This die crack coincides with the 
location of the later rim break (see article in this issue). 

The main program was presented by Cindy Grellman who spoke on the Hard 
Times tokens. These circulated as cents from 1837-1844. They were produced 
for a number of reasons: (1) they served as political pieces in the Jackson- 
Webster presidential campaign; (2) they served as merchants' storecards - for 
advertising and as a profit-making venture for the issuing merchants; and (3) to 
serve in lieu of coinage which was hoarded during and after the panic of 1837. 
Many interesting designs and slogans appeared on these copper tokens which are 
similar in size and composition to large cents. There are many books written 
about the Hard Times tokens. The Russell Rulau 2nd edition paperback at 
$4.95 may be the best overall, although Low’s original book, the Adams reprint 
plates, and the 1 942 Wayte Raymond catalogue also carry useful information. 

The meeting was adjourned after the completion of Cindy's talk.

A CENTERFOLD PIECE - THE 1800 NC3 
Bill Tivol and John D. Wright 

Lot 1 920 in the catalogue for Steve Ivy’s auction of February 26, 1 983 
consisted of a run of 15 early date large cents, attributed according to Sheldon 
and grading from Basal State-1 to FI 5 (although re-colored) . Ivy went on to 
add that the lot was "not destined to grace the centerfold of PENNY-WISE, but 
was a good introduction to the Big Cents"! 

It’s indeed heartening to see that PENNY-WISE has become a household word 
in the hobby, and it’s downright exhilarating when one finds a special goodie in 
such a lot, especially when Ivy had downgraded the lot so severely. Among the 
1 5 coins listed in the group was an 1 800 S-208 - but this particular piece turned 
out to be the Spiked I variety of 1 800, the NC3. 

Pictured on the next page is the Reverse of the 1800 NC3, showing the die 
by which the variety is identified. Obverse 9 which forms the obverse of the 
1800 NC3 can also be found on the S-1 99, S-200, S-201 , and S-202, so it is not 
pictured here. 

In this particular case, Steve Ivy w as wrong - the coin is a centerfold 
specimen in PENNY-WISE and it represents the 11th known example of the 1800 
NC3. As a Good, the coin ranks in the bottom half of the population of this 
variety; but, even so, the piece should exceed the realized price of the entire lot. 
Needless to say, EACer Bill Tivol was thrilled with the surprise he got from his 
winning mail bid for lot 1920 of that particular auction. And EAC thanks Bill 
Tivol arid John D. Wright for the Reverse plate and the comments contained 
herein. See the next page!

ANOTHER MAJOR SALE OF NUMISMATIC LITERATURE SCHEDULED 

California numismatic literature dealer and publisher. Cal Wilson, 
announced recently that his 5th auction sale of fine numismatic books, catalogues, 
periodicals, and early newspapers will be conducted in San Diego on August 15. 
The sale, conducted in conjunction with the Summer National Collectibles 
Exposition, will be held at the Holiday Inn Embarcadero in San Diego on the 
Sunday preceding the opening of ANA's 92nd anniversary convention. 

Highlighting the 400 lot offering is a complete set of B. Max Mehl's auction 
catalogues, most of which have the original prices realized. There are 116 
catalogues in the series, extending from 1906 to 1955. Wilson notes that he knows 
of no other offering ever made of a complete run of Mehl’s sales catalogues. In 
1 906 when Mehl was first beginning his coin business, he ordered only a small 
number of his catalogues to be printed. Hence, many of the catalogues are scarce 
and hard to find. Even ANS with its vast library holdings lacks Mehl’s 1 8th 
catalogue which would make its collection complete . 

Other important and rare auction catalogues included in the sale are many of 
the scarce Chapman Brothers sales with original plates, such as Cleneay (1890), 
Winsor (1895), Stickney (1907), Jewitt (1909), Baldwin (1911), Jenks (1921), and 
Beckwith (1923). Also offered are Edward Cogan’s catalogues of the John Allan 
Silver Cabinet in 1870 (8 plates) and the collection of William J. Jenks in 1877 
(4 plates) . 

Copper collectors will have an opportunity to compete for virtually every 
major work ever published on the subject of large cents. Numbered among these 
are the early standard references written by S. H. Chapman, George H. Clapp, 
Howard R. Newcomb, Sylvester S. Crosby, Edw. Frossard, W. W. Hays, 
Ebenezer Gilbert, Thomas Elder, B. Max Mehl, William H. Sheldon, and 
Theodore J. Venn. 

An original copy of E. J. Attinelli’s 1876 classic "Numisgraphics, Or a List 
of C atalogues , In Which Occur Coins or Medals, Which Have Been sold by 
Auction in the United States", represents an unusual opportunity to acquire one 
of the rarest of American numismatic books. With an original printing of less 
than 50 copies, less than 20 can be traced with certainty today. 

Among the numismatic periodicals are a complete set of the "American 
Journal of Numismatics", published from 1 866 to 1 924; along with a set of the 
ANA’s "The Numismatist", dating from 1894 to 1 981 ; a number of "Coin 
Collector's Journals" (first series); and a fine run of early American newspapers 
dating from 1779, many of which contain articles of numismatic interest and 
importance .

The Nominating Committee shall 
present a slate of candidates for each office of the society and of the Regional 
Chairman and Regional Secretaries. No candidate’s name shall be presented 
to the membership unless the candidate shall have agreed to fulfill the duties of 
the specific office for which he has been proposed, and no member of the 
Nominating Committee shall be included in the slate of officers. The Nominating 
Committee shall administer the election as further detailed in Article IX, 

Section 1 , of the By-Laws." 

It is very important for the future growth and vitality of our organization 
that interested and competent members be encouraged to serve as officers. 

If you would like to serve on the Nominating Committee to help select such 
members and to administer the election, please contact me.

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PENNYMANSHIP TO THE EDITORS 


From JOHN J. NICHOLAS, JR.: "A terminal state 1827 N-8 has been 
discovered. The coin has a massive cud covering the bottom of the 8 and 1 
of the date to the point where the crack at 1 usually terminates. It's the only 
one ever seen which is so severe . Pressings were made by John Wright and 
given to interested die state enthusiasts. The coin graded a G6. Due to a prior 
'right of first refusal' agreement with Jules Reiver, the coin is now in his 
collection at the price of a typical MS middle date piece. Afterwards, many die 
state buffs indicated a willingness to offer another 50 per cent higher! Dr. 
Sheldon may have looked down his nose at the middle date cents, but such 
interest as shown by the above and by EAO auctions clearly demonstrates a 
tremendous interest in the middle date large cents. 

(2) I've been meaning to write a short article for P-W about the idea of 
adding some 'personal charm' names to the middle date varieties. The intent 
would be to give names based on diagnostic features of each particular variety 
and thus hopefully give more instant recognition to that particular variety, e.g. 
the 1833 N-5 'Horned 8'. Certainly, one needs a flair for such work, and I 
don’t claim to have any. But, to stir up some thought on the subject, I am 
presenting herewith a few examples:

(3) Currently, and I expect for some time into the future, I am working on 
a pricing guide for the middle date cents. I have taken an approach different 
from the 'Basal Value' approach, inasmuch as the relationships between the 
grades have become non-linear. A very preliminary guide to my approach can 
be found in my article which was published in 1982. However, I intend to take 
that rather general approach and apply it to all dates and varieties specifically. 
As part of my project, I hope to verify some long term relationships in prices 
by ratio-ing values and by using my 'multiple X grade & rarity' approach of even 
older-time auctions. The universal constant may change only slightly, but the 
idea is an interesting challenge and gives me an added excuse for acquiring 
auction catalogues for my library." 

From JAN VALENTINE: "I really had a great time in New York at the 

EAC Convention '83, and the reason for this was the type of people who go 
together to make up EAC . The trust and camaraderie in EAC are second to 
none, as evidenced by the fact that large cents worth thousands of dollars were 
passed around without incident among 20 to 30 members in the EAC room 
Thursday night before the convention started. Now, that's trust! 

One thing which might benefit EACers would be for smokers to think about 
their colleagues in the room before lighting up. There is no way that a non- 
smoker can avoid breathing in the smoke in the auction room and bourse areas. 
I'm sure that EAC smokers, once they think about it, will respect the health 
and wishes of non-smokers and not subject them to clouds of smoke. "

For half cents, it 
could be done the way Roger Cohen does it - a factor times a basic price listed in 
coin magazines or newspapers. 

3. Re; Phil Ralls’ EAC Photo Grading Guide - he asked which grades to 
photograph - I would opt for his #a. Also, is this going to include half cents? 

4. I enjoyed the 'Report by the Editor on PENNY-WISE for 1982'. It is good 
to see a summary such as that. 

5. The article by Ron Guth and Roger Cohen was well written and informative. 
It is by articles such as this that the Condition Census can be refined. Once an 
author publishes, others then can contribute, so more information can be shared. 
This was shown clearly by the outpouring of information after Roger published the 

1 st edition of his book. This helped Roger, of course, to update the information 
for his 2nd edition.

I made up membership application packets for ANA, TAMS, SPAN, and 
EAC and I included a wooden nickel, a token, or a medal in each packet; and I 
handed out the packets to those attending the show. I also had extra wooden 
nickels to give to all the children who stopped by my table. 

The second show was on May 1 , and I set up the same display for this show."

From VAUGHN HODGSON in Earo, Yukon, Canada: Cyprus Anvil has 
obtained 50 million dollars for a 2-year limited operation requiring about 210 
employees. This is a big drop from the 700 on the payroll as of January 30, 

1982. The Canadian government is putting up 25 millions as in interest-free 
loan, and Cyprus Anvil’s parent company. Dome Petroleum, is matching that 
figure. I will have a job if all goes well. It will be in a different department 
and pay about $1 .50 per hour less. The start up is for around June 1st. 

There is only one problem. Cyprus Anvil has a loan of 130 million which it 
can’t make payment on. Two Canadian banks and a Japanese bank are its 
lenders. The Japanese bank wants its 6.5 million dollars. The Canadian banks 
say that if the Japanese are paid off, they also want their money. May 13th is 
the due date, so I am still not sure of a job. 

Dog team racing is a very popular sport up here. In Alaska, there is a race 
from Anchorage to Nome. I believe that it is the longest dog team race in the 
world. About 50 teams were entered this year. This includes 10 women and a 
man from Norway. There are quite a number of people from the lower 48 
states in the race. It takes about 2 weeks to complete the race. 

I have read a bit about Herb Silberman. His name pops up in some of the 
articles I read. At one time, I subscribed to 5 magazines dealing with treasure 
hunting, etc. I have 3 books about old towns in New Jersey. I don’t have many 
U.S. large cents or half cents. I have three books listing some of the varieties 
of the large cents (Sheldon, Newcomb, and Reiver) and one book on half cents 
(Cohen). I want to get some more books on early American coins and tokens. 

I find that it pays to have knowledge about what a person is looking at. On 
Canada’s east coast, I may find a lot of coins issued by the U.S. American 
coins have nearly always circulated in Canada as legal tender.

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REGISTRATION STATISTICS FOR EAC '83 


Frank H. Stillinger 

The EAC National Convention, which was held May 6-8, 1 983, at the Sheraton 
LaGuardia, East Elmhurst, NY, hosted 202 registrants. These registrants com- 
prised 144 EAC members and 57 guests. According to the day of registration, 
these figures broke down as follows: 107 EAC members and 27 guests on Friday; 

35 EAC members, 27 guests on Saturday; and 2 EAC members, 4 guests on Sunday 

Owing to a combination of considerations, including the concern over security, 
it was decided well before the time of the show not to publicize the convention out- 
side of EAC itself. To some degree, this may explain the relatively modest total 
turnout in comparison with those of prior conventions (viz. 211 in Washington at 
EAC *80; 223 at Dallas for EAC ’81 ; 303 in Cincinnati at EAC ’82). In fact, the 
diminution in attendance is attributable to low ’guest’ figures.

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AFTER-THOUGHTS ON EAC ’83 
Kenny Kugler 

Well, a few weeks have passed since the EAC *83 convention, and now I have 
a little time to reminisce about it. My name is Ken Kugler, EAC No. 1783; and 
I live in Nassau County, New York near the Queens-Nassau border. The drive 
to the convention hotel shouldn’t have taken me more than 1 5 or 20 minutes, but 
on Saturday and Sunday, May 7 and 8, the weekend of the convention, all I saw 
was traffic, traffic, traffic. 

Early Friday morning. May 6, my wife and I went to the bank for a closing on 
the new house we had bought. Even though it's our first house and a kind-of-an- 
important thing, all I could think about was getting to the convention as early as 
possible. From the closing, I dropped my wife off at her place of work, and then 
I was free to go to the Sheraton LaGuardia.

I had been saving 
up for this convention for 6 months, and I didn't want to blow all my money on the 
very first day because I also wanted to bid at the sale. As it turned out, I still 
bought 3 lovely large cents that first day. 

One of the first things I had planned to do was to say 'hi' to John Ashby, as it 
was his mention of EAC in his price list which prompted me to join. But his 
table was jammed, so I went over and congratulated Harry Rescigno on going full- 
time as a coin dealer (and also becoming a papa!). Then, it was on to examine 
the exhibits. What a thrill it was to see some of the coins which were legendary 
to me: the Jefferson Head cent, the Starred Reverse, the Iron Lady Reverse - 
all there for me to see. Although I always had PENNY WHIMSY to refer to for 
the various varieties, it was something else again to see each coin there in front 
of me . 

That evening at the educational forum, I enjoyed seeing the illustrations with 
which Harry Rescigno documented his talk on the New Jersey coppers. Next was 
John Wright's talk on the counterfeit S-260 - it was fascinating and concise, but 
I still don't know what a 'spark erosion die' is. Roger Cohen's talk on half cents 
also was interesting. Unfortunately, the whist match fell apart so badly that I'm 
still not sure exactly how one goes (this was the first one I'd seen). I'd like to 
congratulate Chuck Funk and Bill Parks for what they've done for EAC and for 
PENNY-WISE, and special congratulations to Dr. Lapp for his excellent job. 

On Saturday morning. May 7, one of the first things that I wanted to do was 
to examine the lots in the sale to be held that night. Chuck Heck and Frank 
Stillinger called me over as soon as I arrived at the show and they asked me if I 
would help at the viewing table. Not only did this allow me to look at the lots, but 
I was also able to earn my committee badge. There was one tense moment when 
Frank Stillinger couldn't find a particular box of late date large cents. I guess 
that I was the only one who had heard Bill Noyes say that he would be right, back 
with the box. You should have seen the look of relief on Frank's face when I told 
him that Bill had taken the box. 
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During my tour of duty at the viewing table, I got to talk to many of my 
peers and I really appreciated meeting all you guys. By the way, my award for 
the fastest viewing goes to Ron Guth who went through all the half cents in less 
than 5 minutes.

I lost my 
place once and by the time I found it again, I had missed out on a lot which went 
for far less than I had been prepared to pay for it. I also learned that one should 
get his number down quickly after bidding - on two separate occasions, I almost 
won lots which I didn’t intend to bid so much for. 

On Sunday, I finally got to meet and to speak with John Ashby, and I bought 
a very nice cent from him. I also picked up my winning lot from the sale, lot 
269. Then I went back to the bourse again and picked up another four coins. 

I really didn't want to leave - it was just that the dealers were breaking down 
their tables and were already starting to depart. 

To all of you local members who didn't come to the show, I can only say that 
you really blew it. I go to 2 or 3 coin shows a month, and I rarely find anything, 
sometimes 1 or 2 pieces perhaps. More often than not, I don't wind up with 
anything. At EAC '83, I found so much copper that I had trouble picking and 
choosing. I truly was a young child in a candy store. This is one show which I 
will always fondly remember because I really felt a part of EAC, with all the 
show's lovely coppers and with all of you EAGers whom I met. 

I don't think I’ll be able to make EAC '84 in San Francisco, but you can be 
sure that you'll see me at EAC regional meetings and at the national convention 
when it gets closer to home again.

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CHERRYPICKING , POST-EAC '83 
Jim Young, Jr. 

Since attending EAC *83, I have purchased only two additional large cents. 
However, both are extremely rare varieties. 

My first weekend home from the convention, I was working the night shift 
from 10 P.M. to 6 A.M. As I was tired when I got home that Saturday morning, 
I went right to bed, knowing that my brother Chris would attend the local coin 
show. Sure enough, he arrived home about noon, dumped a large cent onto my 
bed, and said "I hope you think it's the same variety of 1 794 that I think it is". 

I looked at the coin - the 1 and 7 were close, the 4 touched the bust, and the sixth 
lock was severed. Chris had cherried me a R6+ S-53, grading Fail — 2+. (Chris 
collects strictly half cents and I collect only large cents, but two cherrypickers 
in the family are better than one.) Can anyone top this coin? Read on. 

In early June, at another show, I examined several unattributed early date 
cents and quickly purchased a very exciting 1 800. On the reverse, a large rim 
cud touched the tops of MER in AMERICA. A die crack extended from the rim 
cud through ICA and ended at the rim just beneath the end of the right ribbon. 
Another crack extended from near the termination of the first crack, through the 
denomination of the fraction, and ended at the rim below the left ribbon. 

I certainly didn't recognize this cud, but all the clues fell into place and 
here’s the result: an 1800 S-1 98 with rim cud and advanced reverse die breaks. 
Overall, this coin grades AG3 and is a R6. I had not seen or heard of this die 
state on the S-1 98 until now. I called C . Douglas Smith a few days ago about the 
coin, and he said that he had never heard of a S-1 98 with reverse cud either. 
Does anyone know of any others with reverse rim cud?

MORE COMMENTS ON EAC ’83 

From DENNIS RYNES: "The EAC convention in New York was only the 
second one that I had attended, but it was extremely successful as far as my 
Fugio collection was concerned. I found a 9-T and 1 1 -B, for a total of 46 out of 
56 (not counting the pattern 1-CG). By the time you read this, I should have 
received a 1 0-G on approval from a dealer at the EAC show who did not have the 
coin with him. I also cherried a 1 9-SS in VG at the show. 

The LaGuardia Sheraton was wonderful. It had free shuttle service to and 
from LaGuardia airport, free apples, and separate hot and cold water controls 
for the showers. As a suggestion for future EAC convention sites, one might 
consider the Sheraton again for EAC's anniversary convention - in 1 ,001 ,967. 

The sale brought healthy prices as usual. Where else could you get a 6-pack 
of beer for $30.02 or a piece of pie for $25.? Better eat well before the next 
auction! 

I want to give Dwight Hostettler a lot of credit for his energy and enthusiasm. 
He really gets around to the various coin shows, be they in California or New 
York. By the way, the number of things that would draw me to NY is unique - 
the EAC convention! " 

From ALLAN F. VOSS: "From a newcomer’s point of view, EAC '83 was 

simply awesome. If I thought that I was addicted to these wonderful pieces of 
copper before, the convention certainly added fuel to the fire." 

From BOB YUELL: "I very much enjoyed the article in the last P-W on 

’Some Highlights on EAC ’83*. I too was disappointed in the lack of attendance 
by the Northeastern members of EAC . There were quite a few people whom I 
expected to see at the show, but I never did. Did I miss them or did they not show 
U p? Personally, I had a great time - saw old friends - bought 5 coins for my half 
cent collection (1 at the bourse, 3 at the sale, and 1 during the break in the 
educational forum) - sold some coins in the sale (was very disappointed at some 
low prices) - and had a half cent whist match with another half cent variety 
collector, who beat me easily. To me, this annual EAC show is the nighlight of 
my numismatic year. I hope to make it to San Francisco in 1 984! " 

From JOEL W. SPINGARN: "I noted the Editor's comment regarding the 
poor attendance by New Yorkers at EAC ’83. I hope that this lapse in attendance 
doesn’t discourage further EAC conventions being held in New York City. I 
cannot account for the poor showing except that it might be due to the lateness in 
the season . I for one found it difficult to tend my garden which needed tending at 
this time of the year. I was torn between doing this and attending the convention. 
However, I did compromise and came home from the show somewhat poorer but 
happy to have added a number of additional Sheldon varieties to my collection. 

I am a comparative newcomer to EAC, but I must say that I enjoy PENNY— WISE 
and my new friends. I find collecting large cents to be the most interesting facet 
of numismatics; and I find the copper dealers, for the most part, to be a cut 
above the usual coin dealers."

As a result of recent purchases, I have been able to expand the scope of my 
collection of large cents, especially those dated 1794. I am a serious collector 
of half and large cents, by variety and by die state; and I have been an active 
buyer in the market. As an individual collector, I will pay the highest prices 
anywhere for properly/strictly graded copper. 

I attend many coin shows, and this year became a major stockholder in the 
coin firm of McLaughlin & Robinson Coins, Inc. of Vienna, Virginia. We will 
have a table at most major shows including the ANA show to be held in San Diego 
in August. 

I have been collecting for about 30 years, and the time has come for me to 
offer my first list of coins which are available for sale from my accumulations. 
This first list will contain some significant rarities, seldom offered, as well as 
lower grade coins at reasonable prices. Due to the time being short, this list 
will be limited to just early dates; but I intend to expand the listing as time goes 
on to include half cents and all large cents, 1793 through 1857. The bulk of what 
I will offer will be in the grades of AG (when rarity warrants) and/or G through 
XF.

Well, I expect to offer a wide selection of Sheldon 
varieties in various grades, but I also expect to offer an even broader selection 
of Newcomb varieties - about 80 to 90 per cent of those known, in various 
grades. If you are new to collecting copper, and have found the fascination 
associated with the various varieties and/or die states but just don’t have the 
time to attribute every piece you see at a show and don’t want to gamble on buy- 
ing just everything you see, only to find that you have tied up a lot of your money 
in slow moving material, then I think that I can help. I will offer lower grade 
attributed coins at reasonable prices; and what’s more, I will accept your 
duplicates in trade at 85 per cent of my offered prices. 

Given time and your support, I would like to develop a "Trends" listing for 
copper by varieties and perhaps even by die state, and then offer a "clearing- 
house" service. Why offer the lower grades? Well, all of us have started our 
collections somewhere, and I think that most of us have started by filling in with 
whatever came along. It wasn't until we became hooked on copper that we started 
thinking about upgrading or feeling that the only "collectible" piece had to be VF 
or better!

However, I don't feel that the only collectible grade is VF or better - I have many 
pieces in my collection which grade AG, G, and such, which are examples of 
various die states that I find quite acceptable. In my lists, I will offer a wide 
selection of the middle and higher grade coins also; and as we all know, the 
market for these is very active and very strong. 

Aside from just the commercial side stated above, I would welcome hearing 
from anyone having interesting die states and comparing information on them.
